Chainsaws  and  Chippewas 


Forestry  ond  Vo-Ag  ore  two  of  the  most 
extraordinary  dosses  ot  Pocahontas  County 
High  School  for  a  couple  of  reasons,  one  be¬ 
ing  that  there  is  actual  work  involved,  not 
just  going  by  the  books.  The  students  In  For- 
estry  do  lots  of  projects  outside  such  as  cruis¬ 
ing  timber,  learning  about  topographic  maps, 
learning  how  to  operate  a  chainsaw  and 
other  machinery  properly,  cutting  wood  for 
surrounding  neighbors,  doing  odd  jobs  out¬ 
side.  ond  learning  how  to  identify  types  of 
trees.

Another 
huge  port  of  Vo-Ag  Is  FFA  (Future  Farmers 
of  America),  which  is  a  club  that  has  judging 
teams  that  travel  to  WVU  for  state  compe¬ 
tition  and  then  to  Konsas  City  if  they  ploce 
first  at  WVU.  A  couple  of  the  categories  are 
poultry  ond  plant  pathology.
